METHOD OF APPLICATION: To disrupt mating of the Western Poplar Clearwing Moth on
poplars, white birch, willows, locust and other crops where the Western Poplar Clearwing Moth
is a pest apply CheckMate® WPCM-F at 0.0332 fluid ounces (0.98 ml) product per acre (0.167
gm a.i./acre) to 0.0995 fluid ounces (2.9 ml) product per acre (0.5 gm a.i./acre). Do not exceed
29.8 fluid ounces (881.2 ml) product/acre/year (150 gm a.i./acrelyear).

These supplemental insecticide applications are to be made based on trap monitoring, field
scouting, and appropriate degree-day models for the local growing area and must be timed to
control emerging larvae.
